The summary of claimed subject matter is defective. Applicant failed to point out each element of the claim language 
and correlate it to the specific portion of the specification. Applicant should do this by annotating the specific language 
of the independent claims with the individual, separate portions of the specification for each portion of the claim 
language. Applicant should also point out how each element is separate in the specification. For example, in 
Applicant's submitted "mapping" of claim 1, Applicant has indicated that both "element a" and "element c" are drawn to 
specification, page 14, lines 5-6. In Applicant's submitted "means", both the "first generating means" and "second 
generating means" are cited as specification, page 14. lines 5-6. Applicant should clearly state which portion of 
specification, page 14. lines 5-6 is relevant to the separate elements and means mapped by Applicant.
